HAVE the departmental system distinct handicap. Prob- 

ably there advantage the fact that teacher may handle 
but one two subjects. can specialize those subjects. But, after 
all, becomes teacher subjects, not pupils. believe that 
the grades, where single teacher controls the same class all day, there 
much better opportunity for character training. the case where 
boy subject three four different teachers, will necessarily 
find different forms discipline and generally will adapt himself 
the easiest. 

have, nowadays, excellent textbooks all profane subjects. 
Better texts religion are coming out every year. But character 
training have textbook and are apt approach the subject 
slipshod, haphazard way. 

Five years ago the National Catholic Educational Association 
meeting New Orleans, proposed some tangible rules this 
subject.

All good discipline tends the building character. interpose 
the remark here that principals should strive, especially the gram- 
mar grades, for uniformity the little things classroom discipline. 
one thing forbidden the sixth-grade teacher and permitted 
the seventh grade and again the eighth-grade teachers’ prohibi- 
tions are different, the child bewildered. finally comes the 
logical conclusion that there standard, norm, and that 
just question the whims the various teachers.

character work would start out with clear definition char- 
acter. For example, “Character shows the doing the right thing 
right time whether one feels like not.” Make the boys 
character conscious. Dwell character least few minutes each 
day. 

all talks with boys widely separated places throughout the 
whole country, find our boys are eager, even wistful, for good training 
and discipline. The American boy does not respect weakness especially 
authority. Many boy has told substantially this: “My parents 
and teacher always tell man character but they never 
tell how.”

Too many men with other good qualities fail succeed just because 
they are afraid work. boy must trained work, even when 
hard. laziness man fails realize the good that can do.

“What this for me?” but rather seeing how can help others.

Our Duties Our Pupils 


Naturally, speaking religious teachers, must first all state 
that our first duty good religious. cannot give what have 
not. will always true that teach more example than 
precept. The young boy can always distinguish the true from the false. 

Taking for granted that you are this right foundation, list the 
first duty gain the respect, confidence, and even the affection 
your pupils. pupil does not like you, your capability doing him 
good very little. Boys react your opinions them. Tell boy that 
good and will try not disappoint you. have even gone 
far take the religion period away from teacher who could 
not gain the confidence his boys the above principle. feared 
‘that their dislike him would cause them the contrary what- 
ever might advise spiritual matters. Again never let boy hate 
you. Remember that hatred religious but one short step 
hatred religion. have met hundreds cases where man resenting 
something that priest had done not only quit the church but took his 
whole family with him. The boy may dead wrong but you are 
older and are presumed have more virtue. you the 
forgiving. Try and you will make fast friends and good men the 
boys that type. 

Encourage Them 


Encouragement! all need that. Helen Hunt Jackson, the author 
Ramona, wrote: “If you love me, tell now. Don’t wait till 
dead. The silence beyond the grave deep.” Appreciation the drink 
the soul, and all thirst for it. every boy there something 
that can praised. look only for the faults, will scolding 
all the time. Try find least one thing that the boy does well. 
Raise him that and you will raise his whole standard. know that 
religious need appreciation. pleasant word and pat the 
back from the superior goes long way. well say: are 
working for the love God.” That true but “Oh the superior 
would only show pleasant word smile that she appreciates what 
doing!” every community religious teachers the time comes 
when staggering amount extracurricular work needed Christ- 
mas plays entertainments, pageants, etc. the overworked teacher 
falters sleeps when time comes for spiritual exercises, dark frown 
from the superior instead smile and permission relax little 
may the beginning deep discouragement that will even end the 
usefulness that talented teacher. 


Vocations 
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Correct Them 

Correction! This probably the most delicate and yet the 
important all duties. idle think that any child can 
correction. When you show hedge that will always grow 
symmetry without pruning trimming, then may believe that boy 
can without “trimming” correction. Note that say 
and not “punishment.” Father Flanagan Boys Town taught that 
several years ago. The boy does not respect weakness and prefers 
pay the penalty breaks rule. The acceptance the penalty 
restores his self-respect. But wants fair. detects any 
sign favoritism, his whole attitude will change. The wise way 
talk over the first time offense committed, with clear 
standing that repetition will bring certain correction. But that 
promise made, must carried out respect for rule lost. 
the fault grave and the correction severe, excellent idea 
have the boy kneel and say short prayer aloud, asking God bles 
the correction. This will also prevent hasty and ill-advised correction 
and certainly will exclude any resentment. Try it. Finally careful 
“forget it.” The boy will watch your attitude very keenly for few 
days find out whether you are “sore him.” finds that you 
are not, will take stride and convinced that there was 
nothing but his good intended. 


Teach Self-Discipline 


owe the boy character training and discipline that tends self- 
discipline. All our training almost useless unless can train the 
boy control himself when longer under our immediate con- 
trol. can hold sponge compressed hand, but the 
release it, will spring back its original shape. could make that 
sponge will remain way! Let the boy know that the rules 
discipline are help him, until strong enough make himself 
right. great comparison the building concrete pillar. The boy 
can readily understand that the steel wood forms are necessary, but 
only until the concrete has hardened and the pillar can stand itself. 
Then the are removed and the pillar will whatever shape 
the forms held it.

letics that existed prior the war. Unchanged 
all the lessons war; unaffected the 
report the general when de- 
that some system body building 
exercise and mass athletics was essential 
the future health America; untouched 
all that, our schools and colleges have re- 
verted the limited participation and com- 
mercialized sports the prewar years. 

Many valuable lessons have been learned 
the army and navy concerning the im- 
portance athletic programs when properly 
administered for all students. excerpt 
from army training manual says, concern- 
ing athletics: 

“Athletics keep man mentally and physi- 
cally fit. When man participates ath- 
letic event exercises his body. also 
exercises his mind. play well must think 
fast. must remember rules. must make 
decisions. 

The services had opportunity almost un- 
limited, studying the effects organized 
and carefully supervised body building sports. 
would well for the schools and colleges 
substitute the system maximum partici- 
pation sports for their own unsatisfactory 
method athletics for the few. 


The Army System 


“Athletics for all” the army slogan 
morale and health building sports and games. 
directives and army regulations. Its purpose 
twofold: provide instrument for 
maintaining morale and good spirits but also 
train men the very desirable elements 
teamwork, co-ordination, and fair play.

The athletic program for the demobiliza-

The first obvious hurdle for athletics for all 
the army was the fact that any hetero- 
geneous group, and particularly the service 
where men were chosen from every walk 
life, there were those who could not partici- 
pate football and sports any 
great extent. This was also provided for 


foresight the planning stage. (In 


fact, football was not among the sports heavily 
emphasized. 

All manner sports were scouted. man 
who had never learned how play basketball 
often got great kick out volleyball and 
opportunity join team composed 
shy inexperienced people like himself. 
Soccer, basketball, baseball, six-man football, 
touch football, regular football, volleyball, 
swimming meets, cross country events, track 
and field meets, tennis, even ping-pong and 
horseshoe pitching were stressed. The main 
purpose was get some active interest from 
all personnel sport that individual 
which was experienced. For 
this reason, boxing matches, although held and 
approved, were not stressed much soft- 
ball, because the limited participation in- 
herent boxing wrestling matches. 

Even the medical corps its hospital re- 
conditioning programs stressed participation 
sports help men return duty civil life 
better physical condition than usually 
associated with person who has remained 
any length time hospital. 

Moreover athletics served often 
countermeasure against boredom and low 
morale. For example the orientation 
athletic officers the army they were told 
that careful studies conducted the army 
repeatedly show that where off duty time 
made enjoyable balanced program 
sports and proper entertainment morale 
high and AWOL correspondingly low. 


High School and College Sports 
The army plan with 
the ordinary civilian college and high school 
athletic program. Athletics for the few has 


been the policy for too many schools and 
colleges. This has been particularly true 
the past years when has become obvious 
that sports are big time proposition that 
pour hundreds thousands, and eventually 
millions, dollars into the school fund and 
enable these educational institutions build 
fabulous stadiums and grow rich the 
proceeds. 

The commercializing sports American 
high schools and colleges (and the high schools 
less spectacular way have also found 
spectator sports lucrative) did not seem 
have any calculable effect upon the country 
whole until figures became available 
showing what was happening the health 
our young men. 1940, and 
had for the first time twenty odd years 
opportunity studying the cumulative 
figures the health and physical condition 
the youth the country through the pre- 
induction Selective Service 
aminations. 

The results were startling. some sections 
the country, per cent those examined 
were rejected unfit for even limited service. 
almost every case, they were boys 
age that should have shown 100 per 
cent fitness they had been trained properly 
their early formative years. There were 
other factors that entered into this study but 
one major factor was the lack supervised 
outdoor body building exercise throughout 
their preteen and teen-age years. 

This writer recently conducted brief in- 
formal study two high schools and two 
colleges. The actively participating students 
sports programs both high schools, one 
parochial and one public, were less than 
per cent the male enrollment. the col- 
leges the results were even more disturbing. 
Less than per cent the college boys were 
indulging any And this 
the situation still stands the second 
year after the end the war and with most 
the young men who learned the benefits 
outdoor exercise and living, still receiving 
program supervised athletic recreation 
whatever. 


Result Commercialism 


Under the present do-nothing system our 
schools and colleges more than per cent 
youths between the ages and are 
denied opportunity participating actively 
any organized sport.

When this 
great Saint was chosen the protector 
Mary, and the foster father Jesus, 
became the prototype the Christian teacher. 
bringing Jesus, Mary was bringing 
her own flesh and blood. Looking upon the 
Divine Child, she could say, “my child.” She 
was His mother. was quite different with 
Joseph. could not call Jesus his child. 
was only entrusted his parental care. 


protected the Child, gave Him food and’ 


shelter, and His first education. St. Joseph’s 
part the education the Child Jesus 
quite similar the part the Christian edu- 
cator plays the education the children 
God’s instrument their behalf; like the 
Christ Child, the children have been entrusted 
him; must direct them and guide them 
their real home. 


Dignity St. Joseph 
God, His infinite wisdom, chose St. 
Joseph, the guardian and protector 
His Son. entrusted the education His 
only begotten Son St. Joseph, who cor- 
responded wonderfully with the divine plan 


all things. 

Generally, the teacher’s dignity ascribed 
the class pupils which comes him, 
whether they are rich poor, whether they 
come from the educated class not, and upon 
these factors makes his reputation.

HIS the season for colds, those ever 

ready and good alibis for absence from 
school. This also the season for measles, 
scarlet fever, and other respiratory ills that 
often leave tragedy their wake the form 
permanently impaired hearing. use the 
term tragedy advisedly and shall refer 
again. 

Dr. George Shambaugh, Jr. says that the 
younger the child the more susceptible the 
inner ear the poisons circulating the 
blood from such generalized infections. These 
poisons are strong enough partly com- 
pletely destroy the very delicate structure 
the inner ear. is, therefore, important 
that children protected from contagious 
diseases. Where this has not been done, after 
the disease has run its course and the child 
apparently well, still should 
watched and the hearing tested until there 
doubt the sound health the hearing 
mechanism. So-called nerve deafness caused 
injury the inner ear and the auditory 
nerve found relatively small proportion 
hearing defective children.

horizontal, making easy access for infection 
from the throat the middle ear. So, when 
the audiometer finds hearing defect and the 
parents dismiss our plea for medical care with, 
“Just little celd,” wonder what that 
child’s future holds and turn uneasily from 
contemplation the possibilities. “Just 
little cold” may just another attack upon 
already damaged ear. the first 
attack, may forerunner trouble. 
Otologists know that repeated attacks are apt 
result chronic middle ear infection, one 
the causes chronic progressive deafness. 

Those who enjoy normal hearing and who 
have given thought the prevention 
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deafness cannot know the anxiety the con- 
scientious school audiometrist feels for chil- 
dren parents who pay attention run- 
ning ears and earaches. These parents should 
know that running ear allowed and 
for months years menace hearing, 
health, and life. life, doctors tell us, 
because the proximity the mastoid cells 
the brain and the internal jugular vein: 
The mastoid ceils open into the middle ear, 
the site the infection. 


Deafness From Adenoids 


Hearing defects may result from blockage 
the Eustahcian tube enlarged adenoids 
the throat.

Various Methods 


Current events teaching, know, al- 
ready being carried with varying degrees 
success and variety different 
methods. There are also innumerable modifi- 
cations methods use. intensive dis- 
cussion the varied procedures necessary, 
for each teacher can adopt those that appeal 
her being practical. Alert teachers 
not confine themselves one procedure only, 
but use various devices which will fit the 
subject matter and the class. The accompany- 
ing bibliography will supply ample material 
from which the busy teacher may select ef- 
fective aids for her specific group. 

The following procedures have proved help- 
ful increasing the vitality and adding 
variety the teaching current events.

gated authority, and maybe this matter 
obedience our pupils could get added inspira- 
tion from the good Roman. 

suggesting closer acquaintance with the 
centurion not imply that our young 
Catholics are disobedient, for, the whole, 
their attitude toward authority reflects much 
credit the sound Christian teaching they 
have received both the home and the 
school. Instances, sure, can found 
here and there what very closely resembles 
disobedience. There may sometimes good- 
humored indifference instruction, accompa- 
nied occasionally good-natured tolerance 
the preceptor. certain cases there may 
what looks like gesture compliance 
followed too sudden revision the for- 
bidden activity. Here the thought occurs that 
our religion classes may not sufficiently 
emphasize the teacher’s share delegated 
authority. Perhaps also too easily excuse 
youthful thoughtlessness what reality 
incipient disobedience. 


The Stubborn Streak 


Shortcomings obedience, know, are 
often traceable the home. Parents times 
pass the school problems which should 
have been faced earlier. taken time, espe- 
cially the lower age levels, parents co- 
operating actively with alert school officials 
can much toward preventing the spoiling 
the child. grant course that not 
always easy understand the way man 
One may for instance encounter 
the “stubborn streak” not 
young folk. case point suggested 
the parent who called see what, anything, 
could done about John’s poor scholastic 
standing. When the teacher suggested that 
perhaps little “talking to” might help, the 
parent replied, talk him, and 
very good natured about it, but far re- 
sults are concerned might just well 
talking that lamppost out there.” Getting 
John study reminded one the women 
who the old days had frequently 
the corner saloon persuade her husband 
come home. one occasion the good man be- 
little merrier than usual surprised her 
I’ll anything reasonable, 
but won’t home.” However, our purpose

While should not thought advo- 
cating military obedience the usual sense 
the term, would like ask our young 
people reflect that soldierly obedience has 
many encouraging connotations which might 
their advantage consider. There is, 
for instance, the prompt compliance with 
orders the soldier. Again, 
there the connotation manliness. Here 
are reminded that Father Russell his 
book Christ the Leader mentions the manliness 
obedience saying, “He [Christ] taught 
that manly obey lawful 
Young persons may easily get wrong notions 
assertiveness and independence. They may 
even get the idea that “sissy” permit 
oneself “ordered around.” Adolescents 
and their elders not always naturally take 
kindly obedience. However, may help- 
ful for the young reflect that, obedience 
becoming the ordinary soldier, how much 
more becoming the young Christian, 


soldier Christ, member the Church 


Militant. consideration the faith the 
centurion will suggest them that faith lights 
the path obedience, making more in- 
viting. Incidentally, while the subject 
obedience, may suggest that our students 
should find the story Ignatius and his 
Company both instructive and edifying.

subject obedience has never been voted 
off the educational agenda, and because 
its fundamental impoftance always has been 
associated with successful pedagogy. may 
not going too far say that very many 
unsatisfactory scholastic ratings high school 
are due continued infractions obedience 
one form another. Educators always 
have realized, course, that whatever 
strengthens the student’s concept obedience 
makes for better scholarship 
citizenship. this connection recall that 
the late Rev. John Cavanaugh, C.S.C., who was 
for many years president Notre Dame, 
frequently stressed the importance obedi- 
ence, and would times humorously recall 
the saying that American parents are very 
obedient their children. the following 
paragraph shall take the liberty quoting 
few excerpts from one his published 
sermons entitled “The Conquest Life.” 
was delivered ‘at the opening school 
1906. Speaking some the important 
lessons which the young men his generation 
should learn, Father Cavanaugh said: 

The first lesson you must learn that the 
conquest life come through discipline. 
The most sacred thing all the world 
authority. Authority the golden ladder 
whose lowest round rests upon earth, and 
whose top bound the great white throne 
God. The Church God built 
obedience authority. The layman obeys his 
pastor, the pastor obeys his bishop, the bishop 
obeys the pope, and the pope owes most com- 
plete obedience his Master, Christ. And 
man rises the scale perfection and 
power, the obligations obedience are 
multiplied. 

Proceeding develop his theme some 
length, Father Cavanaugh concluded this part 
his sermon saying: 

Accept the law God and you become 
child freedom; despise that law and you 
become the slave passion. Accept the laws 
health and you live happy, wholesome 
life; despise them and nature will scourge 
you with whips scorpions and plague you 
with disease. Accept the laws the com- 
monwealth and you move among your fellows 
majestic and independent king; trans- 
gress those laws and you must shun the face 
day, and sulk the darkness like hunted, 
hated thing. Wherever you turn, whether 
religion philosophy history, whether 
nature without conscience within, whether 
the health soul body, this lesson 
written letters fire over all the universe: 
Obey law die. 


Obedient Bishop 


Mention Father Cavanaugh brings 
mind something else not inappropriate our 
subject.

spiritual Roman centurions, men 
obedience, cross his path frequently. His 
words, “Lord, what wilt Thou have 
are indicative his own very humble 
and obedient spirit. The young should find 
his many pronouncements the subject 
obedience most inspiring, such, for instance, 
his familiar exhortation, “Children, obey 
your parents all things; for this 
pleasing the

have humble and prayerful devotion the 
Holy Family will not question. Daily the 
Angelus they hear repeated the sublime les- 
son; Verbum caro factum est, habitavit 
nobis reminding them St. Joseph, the 
Handmaid, and One who “was subject 
That humility and the obedience 
faith hand hand will not escape the 
notice our young students. 

conclude our short visit with the

Teaching the United States 
Sections 


For this purpose take any colored, but 
rather large, map the United States, cut 
away all ocean and Canadian portions 
the very outline the United States land 
mass, lay this land mass portion against 
somewhat larger surface, say any gray 
painted plyboard, and trace the outline the 
whole United States exactly and boldly. Re- 
moving the “United States,” return the ocean 
and canadian borders their proper geo- 
graphical locations the plyboard and attach 
them that surface permanently gluing 
neatly any other means desired.

Children’s Actual Accomplishments 

and Activities 

Each pupil wrote least one play; some 
wrote three and four. Most these plays were 
too short, compared with standard models. 

The pupils shifted short stories and 
poems into play form, some with choric speech 
effects. 

subdividing into committees, the 
groups typed and illustrated each play; and 
after brief study book-binding methods, 
the children bound the pages into individual 
books. (About third the class did not 
finish this part the project during the five- 
month period.) 

Collaborating class, they wrote and 
produced original play for school as- 
sembly. Provision was not made, however, 
for songs and dances included. 

They rewrote the song-poem, Ballad 
for Americans,” stressing education the 
central theme. Their experiment made use 
choric effects. Then, after office help mimeo- 
graphed the material, the pupils rehearsed 
and presented the choral poem weekly 
assembly. 

They made colored slides for dramatizing 
speech errors and grammar. These slides were 
exhibited the classroom with the aid 
projector and screen. 

They rehearsed the 
radio play, “The Invasion from Mars,” 
originally presented Orson Wells. 

They listened phonograph records of: 
(a) LaTouche’s Ballad for Americans”; 
Shakespeare’s “Julius Caesar,” 
Merchant Venice,” and “King Richard the 
Second” (all excerpt form). Shake- 
speare’s poems taken from the plays, “Under 
the Greenwood Tree,” “Where the Bee Sucks,” 
“Where Icicles Hang the Wall.”

With few exceptions, the children 
the end the semester’s work seemed 
have learned the proper mechanics play 
writing. However, was questionable whether 
the subtler phases such writing were com- 
prehended more than few outstanding 
pupils. 

all fairness, the admission had 
made the end the semester that improve- 
ment the written work spelling, punctua- 
tion, paragraphing was not too marked. 
other words, the indirect method presenting 
English mechanics was not too effective. 

Pupil self-consciousness was reduced 
through participation oral activities. 

Many the shy pupils showed improve- 
ment such aspects good voice culture 
tone quality and placement, articulation, 
enunciation, etc. 

Committee organization seemingly broke 
down barriers among the children that 
ideal, least, they were working unself- 
consciously toward common goal. However, 
this looser type class arrangement had 
periodically checked prevent laxity from 
developing among some the students. With- 
out such frequent supervision, committee 
meetings tended lapse into mere social 
exchanges. 

fairly large number the pupils re- 
vealed through their writings various con- 
flicts and pent-up fears regarding the stability 
the world. Almost third the plays were 
aftermath-of-war themes: famine, disease, 
atom bombings, cripples, national debt, 
etc. Creative expression thus furnished con- 
structive (though gruesome!) outlet for such 
insecurity. 

Very little was accomplished regard 
this objective, namely, the deepening 
understanding issues. The 
five-month period was found too short

Religious teachers today are, the 
whole, not satisfied with the results their 
teach religion. Many are the 
opinion that one reason for unsatisfactory 
results may found confusion resulting 
from too many helps: too many methods, too 


many books, too many courses study, too 


many teaching aids all kinds, too many 
people telling them what they have not done 
and what they should do, but, above all, too 
many facts put over within given 
time. 

And then may that their sense con- 
fusion not altogether the result surfeit 


teaching aids. There are many, and their 


number increasing, who believe this sense 
confusion the part the religion teacher 
clear-cut major aim, with hierarchy 
subsidiary aims. 

support the latter thesis, and will pre- 
sent pattern for the teaching prayer and 
sacrifice. 

The Challenge 


That the teaching religion effective 


vital importance today. Religious teach- 


ers the elementary school are being chal- 
lenged never before. least, the chal- 
lenge not greater, they are more aware

The Failure the Home

undo the havoc that has been wrought 


through sheer neglect through misconceived 


notions early childhood education. 


Various Subversive Influences 
Many teachers are the conviction that 
the influence outside school hours lessens 
almost entirely the 
formation they aim bring about during 
the relatively few hours that they have the 
children school. Devastating and evil in-

very simple pattern which has been evolv- 
ing over number years, emphasizing 
prayer and sacrifice, here presented the 
hope that may throw some light upon the 
problem teaching religion. The purpose 
this skeletal pattern present religion 
the child such way that will into 
action. Religion not just body in- 
lived. Another advantage this blueprint 
that links the various phases religion 
into meaningful whole, stressing prayer and 
sacrifice. 


Why Prayer and Sacrifice 


That prayer and sacrifice should chosen 
for emphasis needs some explanation, not 
defense. The following the line reasoning 
pursued arriving such choice: 

The greatest thing the world grace. 

Therefore, the major aim life should 
safeguard and increase grace. 

The chief means grace are prayer 
and the sacraments. 

Prayer here includes sacrifice, sacri- 
fice prayer action. 

Sacrifice, prayer action, the 
giving love and obedience through the 
observance the commandments God and 
the Church. 

Further, the state grace the state 
sacrifice, person cannot remain long 
the state grace does not pray and 
that prayer does not into action through 
the life sacrifice that entailed giving 
love and obedience God keeping the 
commandments. 

All things being equal, life prayer 


and sacrifice important essential to: 
(1) the devout participation the Mass 
which the perfect prayer and the perfect 
sacrifice; and (2) the fervent and frequent 
reception the sacraments, particularly the 
sacrament Holy Eucharist which not 
only grace received, but the Author all 
grace, and the sacrament penance. Hence, 
the belief that our battle would won 
could inspire our pupils live life 
prayer and sacrifice means safeguard 
and increase grace. 


Building Esteem and Appreciation 
for Grace 


Anterior teaching prayer and sacrifice 
must the building esteem and apprecia- 
tion for grace. other words, that for which 
they are strive (grace) must worth the 
effort (prayer and sacrifice) safeguard and 
increase it. order build this esteem 
and appreciation, emphasis should placed 
upon the marvels accomplished the soul that 
possesses grace: the adopted child 
God; thé temple the Holy Ghost; 
has the right heaven; holy and pleas- 
ing God. 


God’s Magnificent Generosity This 
Gift Grace 


God’s goodness and love were manifested 
creation through the munificence His gifts, 
and particularly that most valuable 
all gifts; grace, gift that entirely above 
man’s nature, which had claim what- 
soever. That the child’s notion grace may 
clarified, more meaningful, synonymous 
terms can effectively used: God’s Love, 
God’s Friendship, God’s Help, God’s Power, 
Life the Soul, and Lifeblood the Soul. 


That Saddest All Events: the 
Loss Grace 


When are overwhelmed with gifts (signs 
love), are pained cannot make 
gift return. That Adam and Eve might 
have the joy making return love, God 
His great goodness provided them with 
opportunity make Him gift: their 
obedience. But how selfish our first parents 
were (and have fight this selfishness 
ourselves will bring the same sad 
result)! They refused God that one gift. 
all the tragic results that sad refusal, the 
loss God’s grace (not the loss the 
garden paradise children will invariably 
tell you) was the most tragic. 


The Promise 


God loving and kind that took 
pity Adam and Eve their deep sorrow; 
promised send them another gift, greater 
than grace; that is, the Author all grace: 
His own Son. 


Grace Brought Back 


When God’s own Son, Jesus, came, was 
called the Redeemer, “redeem” means “to 
buy back.” came buy back that precious 
gift which our first parents lost for them- 
selves and for us, their children: grace. And 
the price? was the gift that Adam and Eve 
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refused God: love and obedience. That 
may find our way through the dark 
labyrinth life, Jesus left His Church 
guide us. also gave seven wonderful 
channels, the seven sacraments, through which 
grace comes the measure our 
generosity evidenced life prayer and 
sacrifice. 


Jesus’ Sacrifice

That Our Sacrifices May Have 
Infinite Merit

The Foundation for Holiness Life 


the true spirit prayer and sacrifice 
can fired the soul one child, the 
magnificence that accomplishment would 
more than repay religious teacher for long 
years care and toil the classroom! Such 
spirit prayer and sacrifice the founda- 
tion sanctity and therefore requisite for 
the worthy fulfillment one’s vocation 
life, particularly when that vocation the 
priesthood the religious life.

The importance history our own 
country was brought the fore 1785 when 
Noah Webster included short stories the 
geography and history the United States 
his Grammatical Institutes the English 
Language. The first text entirely devoted 
the history the United States, entitled 
Introduction the America was 
compiled John McCulloch 1787. was 
not until after the War 1812 that progress 
began made the teaching history 
the United States. 1850, Newhampshire, 
Rhode Island, and Virginia had laws requir- 
ing teaching United States history. 
1876, committee the National Education 
Association recommended the United States 
history for the elementary school and uni- 
versal history plus the Constitution the 
United States for the secondary school. Gener- 
ally may said that 1890 schools 
the United States were backward the 
teaching history. 

1892 the National Education Association 
created Committee Ten formulate 
program for the teaching history. The re- 
port this committee called for eight years 
history, four which were the ele- 
mentary 1895 the Committee 
Fifteen the National Education Association 
recommended oral lessons general history 
and biography for sixty minutes week 
through the eight years the elementary 
addition the oral lessons, five 
periods week were devoted United 
States history throughout the seventh and 
eighth grades. 

1909 the Report the Committee

proposed the following program: For the 
first grade, Indian life, stories for Thanks- 
giving, Washington’s Birthday, Memorial Day,

“Glory God the highest and earth 
peace men good will.” The angels sang 
this prayer first the shepherds when Jesus 
was born. repeat this prayer Holy 
Mass thanksgiving God the Father for 
sending His Son, Jesus Christ, save us. 
After the Gloria, the priest kisses the altar 
where soon will rest the Sacred Body Jesus 
Christ. turns around and says Dominus 
Vobiscum. The priest prays for the people 
that God may come and abide with and 
answer our prayers. 


Collects 


Turning the missal, the priest bows 
the Crucifix and invites the people join 
with his prayers. With arms extended 
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memory Jesus Crucified prays for the 
needs the Church and her children. 


Epistle 


The Epistle short instruction taken 
from the letters which the Apostles wrote 
their people. The prayer ends with Deo 
Gratias, thanking God for the instruction. The 
missal then changed the other side 
the altar. 

Gospel 


While the altar boy carrying the missal 
the Gospel side, the priest bows his head 
asking God clean his heart and lips that 
may read the Gospel clearly, the people 
understand him. begins reading making 
the Sign the Cross the book, then 
the forehead, lips, and heart. ends the 
Gospel kissing the place where read out 
respect for the words God. 


Credo 


The priest stands the middle the altar 
saying the Credo. This prayer which 
show our belief the divine truths read 
and taught the Gospel. About the middle 


the prayer the priest kneels the words 


“and the Word was made flesh” which 
show that believe the Son God 
became man. 


Offertory 

After the Credo the priest turns the 
people saying Dominus Vobiscum. Then 
uncovers the chalice and, taking the paten 
which host which will consecrated, 
offers God. Going the side, pours 
wine and water into the chalice. then re- 
turns the middle the altar and offers the 
chalice God. washes his hands the 
side. Coming the middle the altar, 
turns around and says the prayer, Orate 
Fratres, inviting the people pray with him 
that God may accept the sacrifice. 


Sanctus 
The bells ring, telling that Jesus soon 
coming upon the altar die, came 
once Jerusalem crucified. 


10. Canon 


From now until the Pater Noster the priest 
says all the prayers low tone. union 
with Jesus praying the graden, the priest 
prays for the Church, the Pope, the Bishop, 
and all who have asked his prayers. 


11. Consecration 


The priest holding the host his hands 
bows low and says softly the same words 
which Jesus said the Last Supper. Then 
bending his knee adores the Sacred 
Presence. then elevates the Sacred Host 
that all the people may adore It. After 
has placed the Host the corporal takes 
the chalice and says the same words over 
that Jesus used the Last Supper. The wine 
becomes the Precious Blood Jesus. 


12. Little Elevation 


After covering the chalice with the pall, 
the priest makes the Sign the Cross five

Taking the Host his right hand and the 
chalice his left hand, slightly elevates 
both together. This called the little eleva- 
tion. The canon the Mass ends here. 


13. Our Father 


The priest now asks God accept this 
offering and through give grace the living 
and rest the dead. Then loud tone 
says the Our Father. 


14. Holy Communion 


The priest, striking his breast three times, 
says, Lord, not worthy” and then 
receives the Sacred Host. After short pause 
prepares himself receive the Precious 
Blood. The priest would like spend more 
time adoring Jesus, but, like our own Lord, 
forgets himself and thinks the people 
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who are waiting for Holy Communion. Taking 
one Sacred Host from the ciborium holds 
sign that Jesus rose from the dead. 
Then gives Holy Communion the people. 


15. The Last Ablutions and Blessing 

Returning the altar, takes the chalice 
into which little wine poured wash 
away the Precious Blood. Then covers 
the chalice, and, after has said the last 
prayers, returns the middle the altar 
give his blessing. 


16. The Last Gospel 
After the blessing, the priest says the Last 
Gospel, after which the Mass ended. Kneel- 
ing the foot the altar, says three 
Hail Marys asking the Blessed Mother 
watch over us.

more than billion dollars, and every 
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effort will made continue reducing 
the same rate. 


Supreme Court 


Upholds Bus Law 


The Supreme Court, February 10, 
upheld, decision, the New Jersey 
law permitting the use tax funds pay 
for transportation pupils Catholic 
schools. The majority, headed Justice 
Black, included Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Reed, Murphy, and Douglas. The 
dissenters were Justices Rutledge, Frankfurter, 
Jackson, and Burton. 

The majority opinion interpreted the first 
amendment the constitution, “Congress 
shall make law respecting establishment 
religion,” mean that: 

“Neither state nor the federal government 
can set church. Neither can pass laws 
which aid one aid all religions, 
prefer one religion over another. Neither can 
force nor influence person remain 
away from church against his will force 
him profess belief disbelief any 
religion.” 

But the decision warned that the Court 
“must not strike that state statute down 
within the state’s constitutional power even 
though approaches the verge that power.” 

“New Jersey cannot contribute tax raised 
funds ‘to the support institution which 
teaches the tenets and faith any church. 
the other hand, other language the 
amendment commands that New Jersey cannot 
hamper its citizens the free exercise their 
own 

“While not mean intimate that 
state could not provide transportation only 
children attending public schools, must 
careful protecting the citizens New Jersey 
against state established churches, sure 
that not inadvertently prohibit New 
Jersey from extending its general state law 
benefits all the citizens without regard 
their religious belief.” 

While the Court admitted that payment 
bus fares undoubtedly helped children get 
church schools and may even have made 
possible for some get those schools, the 
same held true where “state paid policemen 
are detained protect children going and 
from church schools from the very real 
hazards traffic. Similarly parents might 
reluctant to. permit their children attend 
schools which the state had cut off from 
general government services ordinary police 
and fire protection, connections for sewage 
disposal, public highways and sidewalks. 

“The first amendment has erected wall 
between church and state. That wall must 
kept high and impregnable. could not ap- 
prove the slightest breach. New Jersey has not 
breached here.” 

The minority opinion disputed the last sen- 
tence the decision, saying: 

“This not just case over bus 
distant may its present form from 
complete establishment religion, differs 
from only degree; the first step 
that direction.” Justice Rutledge said that 
the Court, 1930, upholding the use 
state funds for the purchase textbooks for 
children both public and parochial schools 
made the “first breach,” and the present de- 
cision may the “second breach.”

Classroom Heating and Ventilation 


Eugene Streckfus, §.M. 


EFORE estimating the location, capacity, 

type, and mechanical controls boiler 
room its equipment, important 
rationalize the purposes that heating and 
ventilation must fulfill school building. 
The whole problem heat may considered 
from the viewpoint proper ventilation. The 
factors that are generally considered con- 
ducive body comfort should analyzed. 
These factors are: (1) acceptable body odor 
level; (2) effective temperature level; (3) 
humidity the classroom air. 


Acceptable Body Odor Level 


Assuming 200 cubic feet air space per 
person (normal air space provided per pupil 
the average classroom) tests show and bear 
out the fact that when air supply was below 
per person considerable discomfort 
degree. the air supply raised c.f.m. 
per person, the factor body odors brought 
under sensible control. Beyond this amount 
air supply, further increases have little 


effects air quality from the standpoint of. 


the occupants. The experiments are predicated 
upon the occupants and are not always ac- 
ceptable the observer. has been shown 
that outdoor air supply c.f.m. 
per person results mean air quality 
shade under good. These tests were conducted 
persons balanced socioeconomic 
status. During the heating season this outside 
air maintained within one one and 
half degrees (dry bulb thermometer) below 
the prevailing degree room temperature. 
When the outside temperature degrees 
above, and long the variation dry 
bulb temperature not greater than degrees 
from the desired room temperature you can 
sure that sufficient outside air being in- 
troduced prevent overheating. For proper 
winter heating all artificial heat sources 
classroom should controlled, i.e., heat 
risers and connections should insulated 
within the space. unusual source artifi- 
cial heat gain should exist within classroom. 


Effective Temperature Level 


can said that the quantity outdoor 
air required for heat removal will depend prin- 
cipally upon the following factors: 

Total amount body heat given off 
the room occupants. 

Radiant heat from the sun. 

Temperature which the outside air 
introduced into occupied space. 

Outdoor temperature.

There are unit ventilator systems the 
market the present time that meet the re- 
quirements determined experimental 
studies with sane conclusions. unit ventila- 
tor system with dual. controls, the room and 
the unit itself for temperatures above 
degrees, will suit this purpose admirably. 
There reliable saving per cent 
fuel consumption such system installed 
along with zone controlled building. Much 
the added cost installation will cov- 
ered and the consequent controlled ventilation 
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and heat takes care the flexibility due 
age, sex, exposure, activity the classroom. 
The upkeep these units not high ex- 
pensive. well keep mind that these 
unit ventilators will able fulfill the most 
rigid state requirements for schools with re- 
spect heat and ventilation. 

surprising that none the heating 
companies the present time use the new 
germicidal lamps sterilizing lamps con- 
nection with these units. This mechanically cir- 
culated air passing through predetermined 
orifice should capable being sterilized, 
thus preventing great degree mass attack 
communicable diseases common school 
children from being spread thoughout the 
whole classroom. The N.C.E.A. committee 
schoolhousing problems has requested that 
necessary research initiated reliable re- 
search centers for this purpose. The building 
should exist for the occupants and not the 
occupants for the building.

The vocal music room need not ex- 
tremely large. The room should large 
enough accommodate the largest based 
about square feet per pupil. Two 
three risers platforms extending across the 
room will elevate the rear rows pupils. 
Cases for the storage sheet music and 
phonograph records should provided. 
writing board staffed contrasting color 
should provided the front wall. Outlets 
for connecting phonographs and radios will 
necessary the front the room. 

The instrumental music room will con- 
siderably larger than the choral room. room 
feet larger necessary for the 
average high school. Small practice rooms, 
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preferably adjacent and visible from the 
music room, should provided for individual 
practice and instruction. These rooms should 
soundproofed and ventilated. The size may 
vary. Some will used for piano and others 
for smaller instruments. Filing facilities for 
music and storage space for instruments, uni- 
forms, and other paraphernalia dictated the 
needs the school should included the 
plan the room. 


Home-Economics Room 


The new rooms for teaching cooking, sew- 
ing, and homemaking are modern today’s 
new homes. One large school system remodeled 
its home-economics suite and more than 
doubled the number students electing this 
course. Where school sufficient size 
warrant separate rooms for foods, clothing, 
and homemaking, recommended that they 
planned suite. The foods laboratory 
should planned provide unit kitchens, 
each accommodating four six girls. The 
partitions separating the unit need not more 
than four feet high, which will allow for 
supervision and give spaciousness the 
room. The walls may constructed glazed 
tile other modern kitchen wainscoting. Each 
unit should include range, sink, work coun- 
ters, cabinets, storage space, and table. 
refrigerator not needed for each unit, 
large centrally located refrigerator for perish- 
ables can serve all units. Storage space also 
should provided for staple foodstuffs and 
utensils.

grouped, necessary. The floor covering 
should linoleum tile similar material. 
All windows and doors the food laboratory 
should screened.

Ample provisions should made for base 
plugs near the equipment requiring electricity. 
The artificial lighting the room should 
especially good. 

homemaking unit may composed 
living room, dining room, bedroom, and bath, 
combination living and dining area 
one end the cooking room. The splendid 
work that has been accomplished these units 
teaching gracious living, interior settings, 
and harmony color and fabrics strongly 
recommend this unit for consideration plan- 
ning modern school. 

the school too small warrant separate 
rooms for foods, clothing, and homemaking, 
very satisfactory laboratory can designed 
where all these services are combined one 
large room.

Industrial-Arts Shops 
The subject boys’ shops high schools 
will confined general shop indus- 
trial-arts laboratory. some communities 
far more technical program may desired.
